11.  (C)  AN  ACADEMIC  WITH  VERY  CLOSE  TIES  TO  ZANU-PF 
LEADERSHIP  CIRCLES,  CLEVER  MUMBENQEQWI , TOLD  US  APRIL  2 
THAT  THE  ZIMBABWEAN  GOVERNMENT  BELIEVES  IT  IS  OPERATINQ 
UNDER  AN  INFORMAL  INTERNATIONAL  SANCTIONS  REQIME . THE 
GOVERNMENT  PERCEIVES  THE  INTERNATIONAL  COMMUNITY  AS 
BEINQ  BIASED  IN  FAVOR  OF  THE  OPPOSITION  MOVEMENT  FOR 
OEMOCRATIC  CHANQE  (MOC),  A PARTY  HE  DISMISSED  AS 
INEFFECTIVE  AND  BOUND  FOR  OBLIVION.  HE  BELIEVED  THE 
WEST  WAS  WILLINQ  TO  ENQAQE  MEANINQFULLY  WITH  ZIMBABWE 
ONLY  WHEN  PRESIDENT  MUQABE  IS  OFF  THE  SCENE.  HE 
CONFIRMED  TENSIONS  BETWEEN  THE  GOVERNMENT  AND  THE  WHITE 
BUSINESS  COMMUNITY,  ATTRIBUTINQ  THEM  TO  AN  AGENDA  OF 
WRECKING  TBE  ECONOMY  TO  THE  LATTER.  HE  DEFENDED  THE 
GOVERNMENT'S  POLICY  OF  NOT  DEVALUINQ  THE  CURRENCY, 

SAYING  THAT  TO  DO  SO  WOULD  HURT  THE  MAJORITY  OF 
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ZIMBABWEANS  WHO  ARE  DEPENDENT  ON  CHEAP  IMPORTS.  HE  SAW 
RESOLUTION  OF  THE  LAND  REFORM  PROBLEM  AS  THE  PANACEA  FOR 
ZIMBABWE'S  POLITICAL  TROUBLES,  NOTINQ  THAT  THE 
GOVERNMENT  COULD  SORT  OUT  QUICKLY  ANCILLARY  DIFFICULTIES 
ASSOCIATED  WITH  THE  FAST  TRACK  RESETTLEMENT  EFFORT.  HE 
THOUGHT  THE  INTERNATIONAL  COMMUNITY  HAS  A KEY  ROLE  TO 
PLAY  IN  RESTORINQ  ZIMBABWE  TO  ECONOMIC  HEALTH,  BUT 
DOUBTED  IT  WOULD  MAKE  ANY  MOVE  TO  HELP  PRIOR  TO  THE 
PRESIDENTIAL  ELECTION  SCHEDULED  FOR  2002.  WE  BELIEVE 
MUMBENQEQWI ' S COMMENTS  REFLECT  THE  MAINSTREAM  THINKINQ 
OF  ZANU-PF  — PARANOID,  ISOLATIONIST,  ECONOMICALLY 
UNSOUND  AND  MARKED  BY  CONSPIRACY  THEORIES.  IF  THE 
INTERNATIONAL  COMMUNITY  WANTS  TO  REVERSE  ZIMBABWE'S 
RAPID  ECONOMIC  AND  POLITICAL  DECLINE,  IT  MUST  DO  A 
BETTER  JOB  OF  QETTINQ  AND  SUSTAININQ  THE  GOVERNMENT'S

ZIMBABWE'S  FACULTY  OF  SOCIAL  STUDIES  CLEVER  MUMBENQEQWI 
(HIS  BROTHER  SAMUEL  IS  THE  MINISTER  OF  EDUCATION,  SPORT 


AND  CULTURE,  AND  HIS  BROTHER  SIMBARASHE  IS  THE 
ZIMBABWEAN  HIQH  COMMISSIONER  IN  LONDON)  TOLD  US  APRIL  2 
THAT  IT  WAS  THE  GOVERNMENT'S  WIDELY-HELD  PERCEPTION  THAT 
ZIMBABWE  WAS  UNDER  UNOFFICIAL  SANCTIONS,  WITH  THE 
PROSPECT  OF  THEIR  BEINQ  LIFTED  SOON  CLOSE  TO  NIL.  HE 
THOUQHT  THAT  FOREIQN  INVESTORS  AND  THE  INTERNATIONAL

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13.  (C)  THE  PERCEPTION  IS  THAT  THE  INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY  WAS  SITTINQ  WITH  ITS  ARMS  CROSSED  WATCHINQ 
ZIMBABWE  COLLAPSE,  ASSUMINQ  THAT  IT  IS  A BASKET  CASE 
LIKE  OTHER  AFRICAN  COUNTRIES.  THE  POSITION  OF  THE 
INTERNATIONAL  COMMUNITY  TO  FOSTER  THE  DOWNFALL  AND 
REMOVAL  OF  THE  RULINQ  PARTY  IMPINQES  ON  ZIMBABWE'S

BUSINESSMEN,  HE  ALLEGED,  ARE  DIRECTINQ  SUBSTANTIAL

16.  (C)  HE  LECTURED  US  WITH  A STRAIGHT  FACE  THAT  FOR 
YEARS  BUSINESSPERSONS  HAVE  LIVED  OFF  THE  TAXPAYER 
(NOTWITHSTANDING  THE  FACT  THAT  BUSINESSES,  VIA  COMPANY 
AND  PERSONAL  INCOME  TAXES,  PAY  OVER  HALF  THE  NATIONAL 
TAX  BILL),  BUYING  UP  GOVERNMENT  PAPER  AND  DRIVING  UP 
INTEREST  RATES,  SO  THAT  THEY  AND  THE  BANKS  CAN  GET  THE

17.  (C)  TURNING  TO  THE  REASON  WHY  THE  GOVERNMENT  STUCK 
TO  A DYSFUNCTIONAL  A FIXED  EXCHANQE  RATE,  MUMBENQEQWI 
EXPLAINED  THAT  ZIMBABWE  IS  EXTREMELY  IMPORT  DEPENDENT; 
EVEN  MANY  OF  ITS  EXPORTS  CONTAIN  A HIQH  PERCENTAQE  OF 
IMPORTED  CONTENT.  ALLOWINQ  THE  ZIMBABWE  DOLLAR  TO  FLOAT 
TO  ITS  MARKET  VALUE  WOULD  INCREASE  THE  PRICE  OF  INPUTS. 
EXPORTERS,  WHO  HAVE  ACCESS  TO  FOREIQN  CURRENCY,  FAVOR 
DEVALUATION.  HOWEVER,  BECAUSE  THEY  ARE  A MINORITY  OF 
THE  POPULATION  (WHEREAS  IMPORTS  IMPACT  A MAJORITY  OF  THE 
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POPULATION),  THE  POLITICAL  PRESSURE  THEY  BRINQ  TO  BEAR 
TO  DEVALUE  IS  NOT  AS  INTENSE.  IT  IS  THE  GOVERNMENT'S 
SINCERE  VIEW  THAT  COUNTRIES  THAT  HAVE  DEVALUED  THEIR 
CURRENCIES  OR  IMPLEMENTED  STRUCTURAL  ADJUSTMENT  HAVE  NOT 
DONE  BETTER  THAN  THOSE  THAT  HAVE  NOT  DONE  SO,  HE 
CLAIMED.  HE  COMPLAINED  THAT  THE  ]AST  TIME  THE 
GOVERNMENT  DEVALUED  THE  CURRENCY  FOR  38.5  TO  55  TO  THE 
U.S.  DOLLAR,  THERE  WAS  NO  COMMENSURATE  IMPROVEMENT  IN 
EXPORT  SECTOR  PERFORMANCE.  THE  GOVERNMENT,  HE  HELD, 
COULD  DEVALUE  THE  CURRENCY  BY  1000  PERCENT  — A MOVE 
THAT  WOULD  WRECK  THE  IMPORT  SECTOR  — AND  STILL  QET  NO

REALITY,  TBEN  THE  U . S . -EDUCATED  MUMBENQEQWI  QIVES  A 
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DISTRESSING  ACCOUNT  OF  HIS  COUNTRY'S  QOVERNANCE : THE 
MINDS  OF  ITS  LEADERSHIP  ARE  IN  A PRISON  OF  ECONOMIC 
OBSCURANTISM  AND  CONSPIRACY  THEORIES.  WE  HAVE  NO  DOUBT 
THAT  THE  SOCIAL  SCIENCE  PROFESSOR'S  EPISTEMOLOQY 
REPRESENTS  THE  MAINSTREAM  THINKINQ  OF  THE  RULINQ  PARTY. 
UNFORTUNATELY,  THE  CHASM  BETWEEN  THIS  PERCEPTION  AND
